Afridi 


MICHAEL VAUGHAN didn’t know whether 
to laugh or cry as England’s hopes of a 


seventh-successive 


series win were 


ground into the dust yesterday. 

For the disappointment of not levelling the series was 
overshadowed by massive relief that they didn’t lose 
after England crashed to 20-4 — with Marcus Tresco- 
thick, Andrew Strauss and Ian Bell all out for ducks. 

And after being set a mission impossible 285 to win off 
64 overs, Vaughan himself could make just nine. 

But Andrew Flintoff and Kevin Pietersen stopped the 
rot before Geraint Jones and Ashley Giles brought the 


team over the line in fad- 
ing light on a shaky 164-6. 

The first pair came 
together at 20-4 with 
Pietersen going straight 
on the counter-attack, 
only to fall just before the 
end of the second session 
for 42 when a bat-pad con- 
nection saw him loop a 
catch to short mid-wicket 
off Rana Naved-ul-Hasan. 


Flintoff then completed 
a precious 86-ball half- 
century shortly after tea. 

But he too could not 
quite see the job through, 
holing out to gully for 56 
trying to pull Shoaib 
Akhtar, which left Jones 
and Giles to defy 
Pakistan’s last surge. 

England now need to 
win in Lahore next week 
to square the series but 
will be without Strauss, 
who is returning to 
England for the birth of 
his first child. 

Vaughan said: “It is a 
blow but we still have a 
chance of drawing this 
series. When you come to 
this part of the world a 
draw isn’t a disaster.” 

England’s first major 
problem was Vaughan’s 
Opposite number Inzamam- 
ul-Haq, who battered his 
second century of the 
match, finishing on 100 
not out as Pakistan 
declared at 268-9. 

And, while Vaughan 
knew that reaching their 
target was never on, he 
had not counted on losing 
three of his top four bats- 
men for ducks as Rana 
(3-30) and Shoaib (3-61) 
came rampaging in with 
the new ball. 

Vaughan added: “When 
you are 20 for four to get 
out with a draw you are 
happy. They put us under

new ball and bowled very,

“We had to take early 
wickets - and most 


importantly Inzamam’s 
wicket. 

“We thought we had a 
couple of decent shouts 
against him last night, 
but he played so well and 
probably was the differ- 
ence between the sides. 

“We knew we had to get 
them out in the first 15 
overs — but once that had 
gone we tried to delay the 
declaration so that we 
would have to bat the 
fewest number of overs 
we possibly could.” 

England’s batting 
looked a mess early on 
with former Mr Reliable 
Trescothick losing his off- 
stump, playing no shot to 
the pace and swing of 
Shoaib in the one over 
before lunch. 

Hint 

Strauss could do no 
better, going back when 
he should have been for- 
ward to a Rana delivery 
which kept low and 
nicked into his stumps. 

First-innings century 
maker Bell was caught 
behind off Shoaib, then 
Vaughan himself went 
lbw to Rana. 

But coach Duncan Flet- 
cher also hinted at bowl- 
ing changes in Lahore for 
the Third Test saying: 
“These wickets looked 
like two spinners’ wickets 
but we might have to go 
with one spinner and add 
a seamer to our attack 
because they seem to be 
doing a lot of the work 
and getting the wickets.”

What’s the biggest mistake most new online poker 
players make? Simple! They play too many hands. 
How many times have you decided to take your 
distinctly mediocre hole cards through to the flop 
in the hope that you’ll snare a high pair or even 
three of a kind? Hope is like charity. If you need 
either, you’re already in trouble. There’s actually a 


mathematical reason why this kind of behaviour 
will lose you money: it’s against the odds! 


We’ve touched on odds calculators before and 
we asked for feedback to dailystarpoker.com 
from players who’ve used them. There seems 
to be a majority in favour and here’s why. 
Using mental arithmetic to try and calculate 
the odds of a hand being successful is not 
easy for most people. If you’re playing online, 
using an odds calculator to give you feedback 
instantly on the value of your hand, can be 
quite a boon to a serious competitor. An odds 
calculator will tell you the relative strength of 
your hand as a percentage and tell you the 
“Sklansky Starting Hand Group” that it 

falls into. 

Using the “Sklansky” valuation system, 
pocket Aces at a table of ten players would be 
in Sklansky Group 1 and be valued at 100% 
whereas a pair of Two’s would only make 
Group 7 and have a hand ranking a little over 
60%. These figures apply for hands reaching 
the river. 


BEY OND THE 
OBVIOUS 


Clearly, no poker player needs telling that pocket 
rockets is a 100% start to a hand but let’s say you 
had to quickly evaluate the relative values of say 
Ace of Spades and Queen of Hearts as hole cards 
against Queen and Nine of Diamonds. We’re 
betting most new players’ instant reaction would 
be that the Ace-Queen would be the better hand. 
The odds calculator will tell you right away that 
Queen-Nine same suited is superior. 


Position in Texas Hold’em is all important. If 
you’re ina good position you want to play 
more hands. If you’re in a bad position you 
want to play less hands. The calculator allows 
you to adjust your starting hand settings in 
relation to where you’re seated. 

Obviously, playing from the button is the 
best position in Hold’em. If you’re on the 
button the calculator will automatically set 
your hand rank requirement to 50%. If you 
pick up a hand ranked lower than 50% the 
calculator will suggest that you fold. If you’re 
“under the gun” as the player to the left of the 
big blind (the worst position) your hand rank 
requirement will go to 85%. Know your odds.

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Maussa's 
new blast 
at Hatton

RUGGED Colombian Carlos 
Maussa says he will rip Ricky 
Hatton’s dreams to shreds when 
the pair meet in their unification 
showdown clash tomorrow. 


WBA world light-welterweight champion 
Maussa challenges IBF king Hatton at the 
Sheffield Arena - and he is promising to 
take full advantage of Hatton’s notoriously 
suspect eyes.

I will 
finish the fight early and take the IBF 
belt away from Hatton because I am not 
just over here for the money.” 

Maussa, 34, won his belt with a shock sev- 
enth-round victory over Vivian Harris in 
Atlantic City in June and simply can’t wait 
to add Hatton to his list of conquests. 


Ready 


He said of the Mancunian, who has a per- 
fect record of 39 straight wins: “I have want- 
ed to fight Ricky for a number of years but I 
was never given the opportunity. Now it has 
come along and I am more ready than ever 
for it. 

“It doesn’t bother me to be the underdog. I 
am fighting in Hatton’s country but that 
does not affect me at all, even though I know 
the home crowd will be right behind him.” 

Both fighters agree that it is a potentially 
explosive confrontation. 

And Hatton said: “This will be a real 
thrill for the fans — they will be the win- 
ners. There will be fireworks, that’s for 
sure. It will be a rough and tumble affair.” 

Maussa added: “I can see us being 
involved in a real tussle. We are both very 
attacking and that should 


make for a great specta- 
cle.” 

Hatton’s trainer Billy 
Graham said: “This fight 


certainly won’t be for the 
squeamish, it will be 
explosive and I can’t see it 
going the distance. 

“Whoever wins will be 
the genuine light-welter- 
weight champion.” 

Hatton, 27, looks in fan- 
tastic shape with Graham 
adding: “I keep saying he 
is approaching his peak 
but he still keeps getting 
better and better. 


“He has every punch in

The only problem is the person who 
dared to point that out to the 
Manchester United boss has been 
booted out of the club. 

Fergie has been losing control on the 
pitch in the last three years and, with 
Vodafone ending their shirt sponsor- 
ship, the same is happening off it. 

If fans thought a crisis was just 
around the corner after Keane’s exit, it 
is now looking them full in the face. 


United are standing on a precipice, 
looking dangerously like they might 
fall over the edge. And most of that can 
be traced back to Ferguson.

Quieroz should never have been 
allowed to return. So many people have 
said Fergie had no choice to get rid of 
Keane after he had destabilised the 
club, and the best way to be was 
ruthless. 

The same should have happened three 
years ago, though, when Fergie changed 
his mind about retiring. 

It was obvious the legendary Scot 
had reached the end of the road, and 
the mess United are now in is a 
consequence of that. 

If United’s board had been as brave as 
Fergie was and got rid of their contro- 
versial boss, the club may have started 
winning titles again, and the Glazers 
may never have stepped foot into Old 
Trafford. 

Now look at the club. They are not 
only under threat by Chelsea on the 
pitch, it is happening off it. 

Jose Mourinho’s side are set to win 
back-to-back titles, something only 
United have done in the Premiership era. 

While Vodafone have been busy can- 
celling the final two years of their four- 
year deal, worth £18m, Chelsea have land- 
ed a five-year contract with Samsung 
worth £55m, a Premiership record. 

Peter Kenyon must have been rolling 
around his Stamford Bridge office in 

stitches yesterday as he 
looked on at what was once 
a great club. 

Chelsea’s now chief exec- 
utive was the man who put 
that United deal together, 
before changing jobs. 

He is aiming to make 
Chelsea the biggest brand 
and club in world football 
ahead of a United who 
look in terminal decline. 

Vodafone walking out on 
United is the biggest kick 
in the teeth the club could 
have received. 

Spent 

OK, so they are expand- 
ing into sponsorship of the 
Champions League, but 
they could have seen out 
their deal with the deposed 
champions, and did not 
think it was worth it. 

If United had been top of 
the league by 10 points and 
through to the latter stages 
of the European Cup, do 
you think they would still 
be pulling out? No way. 

But such decisions come 
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down to results, and that is 
the manager’s responsibil- 
ity. Since 1999 United have 
come nowhere near repeat- 
ing their European Cup tri- 
umph as Fergie has spent 
more than £250m rebuild- 
ing the team. 

He has failed to replace 
his golden generation of 
David Beckham, Paul 
Scholes, Ryan Giggs, Nicky 
Butt and the Neville broth- 
ers. His midfield buys, the 
likes of Juan Sebastien 
Veron, Eric Djemba 
Djemba, Kleberson and 
Liam Miller, have all been a 
waste of money. 

Fergie has failed to take 


the club forward, especial- 
ly in Europe. And if they 
do not beat Benfica in their 
last group game they will 
face the humiliation of not 
making the last 16, which 
will cost the club £15m. 

No wonder Keane was 
so eager to jump ship. He 
was not a man who slips 
quietly below the surface. 

Fergie’s days at United 
are over. And a 3-1 win 
against an out-of-form 
Charlton last weekend just 
papered over the cracks. 

He can no longer inspire 
his team, which equally is 
no longer good enough. If 
he could, then they would 


have responded on Tuesday 
against Villarreal, especial- 
ly with the Spaniards miss- 
ing three key players. 

It is now time for Fergie to 
show some class. If United 
fail on December 7 against 
Benfica in Lisbon, he 
should do the decent thing 
and quit, giving United a 
chance to start again. 

If it all goes wrong, and 
he doesn’t, beware Real 
Madrid coming knocking 
next summer for United’s 
crown jewel Wayne Rooney.

The Irish 
charm of 


GEORGE BEST was touched by genius and cut a vividly 
entertaining figure for a decade in the 60s as a player for 


Manchester United. 


People loved him as both a fantastic player and a bad boy, 
perhaps because he cocked a snook at life itself as he pursued 
a lifestyle that was bound to catch up with him in the end. 

The boy from Belfast had made an indelible mark on the 
soccer world by 26, the age when he turned his back on 
playing serious football to open a nightclub in Manchester 


that he called Slack Alice. 


It was a typical Bestie gesture and a reflection of his life at 


the time that, as he was 
always the first to admit, 
was centred a great deal on 
birds and booze. 

He was in the fast lane all 
right with a stunning girl- 
friend, Carolyn Moore — the 
reigning Miss Great Britain 
— on his arm when he decid- 
ed to quit United. 


Gifted 


The slip of an Irish boy 
who had become a house- 
hold star reckoned that he 
couldn’t go on in football any 
longer. 

It was hard to comprehend. 
Why should such a gifted 
young man who seemed to 
have everything want to 
throw it all away? 

But in reflection, while he 
might have left it young, he 
started young and played for 
11 seasons in the First 
Division. 

If he had got into the first 
team at 21 and retired 11 
years later at 32 nobody 
would have raised an eye- 
brow. Best just happened to 
live his career a little sooner 
than most! 

So when people say that he 
wasted his career they 
should remember that by the 
time he quit Old Trafford he 
had played 466 league, cup 
and European games and 
scored 178 goals. 

Best led soccer into the 
swinging 60s and was foot- 
ball’s answer to The Beatles. 

Indeed, after an astonish- 
ing display in Lisbon in 1966,

when he virtually destroyed 
Benfica single-handedly, the 
Portuguese press christened 
him El Beatle. 

Manager Matt Busby had 
ordered his troops to protect 
their 3-2 first-leg lead and 
play safely but, with Best 
sparkling — scoring twice in 
the opening six minutes — 
they won 5-1, and their prized 
star became world famous. 

A bemused Busby beamed: 
“When we made our plans, 
George must have had cotton 
wool stuffed in his ears!” 

Two years later, United 
won the European Cup 
against Benfica at Wembley. 

Normal time ended with 
the game at 1-1 and it wasn’t 
looking good for Busby’s 
boys. But once again, Best 
produced the inspired touch. 

A minute into extra-time 
he took the ball in a wide 
curve round the goalkeeper 
to clip it into an empty net. 

Benfica were broken and 
lost 4-1 as Busby fulfiled his 
dream just 10 years after the 
Munich air crash — and he 
knew just how much it was 
due to George Best. 
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genius. 


I was lucky enough to watch him, 


meet him, drink with him 
and, yes, try and persuade 
him that he didn’t really 
need another bottle. 

But he did. He always 
did. Best will not receive a 
lot of sympathy for letting 
go of his last chance in 
life although for so many 
he will remain ‘Good Old 
George’. 

The boys at Chelsea Fire 
Brigade were so used to 
picking him up from the 
gutter he had a perma- 
nent camp bed inside 
their King’s Road Station. 

Many times he awoke 
there the next morning, 
dusted himself down and 
went back to his favourite 
London watering hole.

Nothing to be proud of, 
you will say, and of course 
you are right, but we are 
not talking about normali- 
ty here.

A night when former

trying. Yes, quite a night. 

And Best had gone miss- 
ing. United didn’t know 
where he was. He had left 
Stamford Bridge and dis- 
appeared into the night. 

Alleged sightings were 
constant the next day and 
we ended up at a mystery 
address in west London. 

It was one of my first big 
door-stepping jobs, wait- 
ing. I have lost count of 
the number of hours I 


waited for Best. 
He finally emerged 
around five  o’clock, 


unshaven, smiling, long 
hair and with, of course, a 
stunning girl on his arm. 
Who is she George? Do 
the club know you're here? 
What about the sending

off? He probably didn’t 
know her name. Why 
should he? This was an era 
in football that belonged to 
one of its greatest talents. 

But it is a tragic story. 
The first British superstar 
and the first footballer 
unable to cope with fame. 

Crowds swarming to see 
him, girls screaming at 
football matches as if it 
was a pop concert. 


He was the first who 
needed a bodyguard. 

There was Puskas, 
there was Pele...then 
there was George Best. 

In an era when defenders 
were still allowed to kick 
lumps out of forwards, he 
danced around them as if 
they were not there. 

Who will ever forget the 
image of him falling into 
the arms of the late Sir 
Matt Busby after United 
had won the European 
Cup Final? 

Who will forget him 
shining like a diamond at 
the Stadium of Light 
against Benfica? 

Who will ever forget the 
story of him in bed with 
Miss World, surrounded 
by bank notes and cham- 
pagne bottles and the hotel 


waiter, bringing more bub- 
bly, asking him politely 
‘George, where did it all go 
wrong?’ A true story. 

We hope his drinking 
and self-destruct will be a 
lesson to today’s players 
with not half his ability. 

George did the same 40 
years ago but then he 
drank it all. 

Like the time he was paid 
handsomely to attend a 
dinner in London on the 
one condition he was sober. 

The organiser met him, 
chauffeured him, walked 
with him but couldn’t pre- 
vent George getting p****d 
and abusing a shocked 


London gathering. Like 
the time he was in the 
make-up room getting 
ready for his regular 
appearance on Sky Sports’ 
Saturday afternoon show.

He never made the studio, 
turning right instead of 
left and heading for the 
pub. These are sad stories 
of a fallen superstar. 

I first got to know him 
when he played for Fulham 
with Rodney Marsh. 

Great showmen, great 
fun. Usual place, usual 
time after the game. 
King’s Road, King’s ran- 
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som, king-size hangover. 
He was engaging company 
when he was sober, talk- 
ing football for hours. 

He used to sit in his 
favourite pub for days, 
sipping white wine with 
total strangers and re-liv- 
ing memories. 

Sadly, too many wanted 
to buy him a drink instead 
of buying him some time. 

He cut a sad figure. A 
pathetic one. Someone 
who had given up the will 
to live. A footballing 
genius who let it all go. 

Those who never saw 
him play ask how some- 
one looking like he did at 
the end could have been 
such a wonderful talent. 

There are not enough 
videos to do him justice. 
Had he played today ... 
hey, enough looking back.

The 59-year-old was unconscious 
and breathing with the help of a 
ventilator as his life ebbed away. 

An obviously upset Prof 
Williams said: “I am afraid Mr 
Best is coming to the end of the 
long road of his ill-health. 

“T can’t be precise as to time but it 
is the final stages of this illness 
and I am afraid he could die at any 
time over the next 24 hours.” 

The  ex-Manchester United 
striker’s family, including son 
Calum, 24, and father Dickie, 87, 
kept a vigil by his bedside, and 
former team-mates Sir Bobby 
Charlton and Denis Law arrived to 
say their emotional goodbyes.
